ARMIES OF TO-DAY. 


Though Sir Evelyn Wood once paid high 
tribute to the system of military educa- 
tion pursued at Weat Point, and other 
Gistinzuished generals have borne teti- 
mony to the great aoldicrly qualitios that 
were developsd under excessive strain 
among all ranks, of Federal aud Confeder+ 
ate troops, it is not to America that we 
should look at ordinary times for lessons 
in the organization of armies. To appre- 
ciation of this fact: perhsps we owe the ro- 
publication. by a tirm in England (Osgood, 

Jellvaine, and Oo,) of o series of articles 

which ran their coursy originally through 
tho pages of ‘Harper’a Magazine,’ 
Brought together, as they are bow, in a 
substantial voluma, these artioles—written 
by offcors whose claim to be considared as 
experts néne can dispute, and illustrated 
by artists whoae accuracy in matters of 
vniform and equipment is a great sid to 
underslanding—tell all that civilian readora 
will cate to know about ths ‘ Armies of 
To-day,’ as they are organized in England, 
on the Continent, aud in America, Some 
people doubiless are under tho impression 
that the United States possess no standing 
army worthy of the name, nor apy military 
organization that need be taken into ac- 
count. Its standing army is not imposing 
truly, being limited at the present time by 
law to twenty-five thousand men, But it 
is capable of rapid expansion, as was 
proved in time of need, when it grew 
in four years from a smaller nucieus until 
it numbered over a million trained 
soldiers, Since then- tho Staff and Ad- 
ministrative Departmepta have been im- 
proved so much that they would now he 
capable of dealing with the mobilisation of 
a vaat army, Brigsdior-Genoral Merritt 
admits in his article that the militia which 
forme Amotita’s sevond ling of defertce is 
not and never hat been in the Bimt days of 
war fit to take tha Hold for putposcs of 
reinforcing the regulara. He believes 
‘there is, not an army in the world that 
could defeat au ,eqaslly strong American 
army prepared with proper drill ond dis- 
eipline, But thest take timd, and neither 
tikase of Czar, bull of Pope, nor Act of 
Congress can make an army without them.’ 
To bring the militia of the United States 
into an efficient condition of drill and dis- 
cipline would occupy twelve months at 
lenst, and, as Gonoral Merritt pointe out, 
an enemy who contemplated attacking 
Amerisa would not be likely to give so 
much time for preparation. As to the per- 
manent force of twenty-five thousand men, 
however, he thinks its organization, equip- 
ment, and wouus of transport so perfect 
that it could be put in motion ready for 
war service in six hours or leas time. Tha 
closely allied Quartermaster-General’s and 
Subsistence Departments were well looked 
after in the Northern Army during the 
great War of the Rebellion, and at its close 
General Stauton anid; ‘ This brauch of the 
servics nover failed, It anawered to the 
demand, and ig cver ready to meet tha 
nationaleall,” If that be true it says a great 
deal for the military aptitude of a nation 
which could evolvo order from choos and 
improvie a vast coimissariat servico for 
so vasban army under such conditions. In 
some other respecte, and especially in scien- 
tific training of uon-commissioned officers, 
many European armies might leara a good 
deal from the United States, 

The French army and.the progress it has 
made since the periad of reorganization be- 
gan are always fascinating subdjecta-to mili- 
tary mon. For solid information on these 
points, however, they “will acurch in vain 
through the pages of General Lewal'’s 
atticle, In narrative form, variod by din- 
logues, this ingenious officer gives a glow- 
ing picture of French’ ranceuvres and 
their effect.on e1uotional village maidens. 
He tells us all about the rush .of cavalry 
in gorgeous array, tha fierce onact of Zou- 
aves and Turcos, tha splendid physique of 
infantry soldiers, who: match incredible 
distances, scorning fatigue ; and the horci¢ 
devotion of officers when ladies are tooking 
on.. But he drops never a hint of the 
means by which ao much perfection has 
heen arrived at. Occasional glimpses, but 
no more, -he givea of cawnpaigas in Tunis, 
Tonkin, and Madagascar i a are deactiby) 


soldiers, In. proof of their ‘individual 
courage ho talls a story of manconyres in 
which combatants and spectators got mix- 
ed, One horse, startled. by tho, roar of 
artillory, bolia with a carriage full of peo- 
ple. A young lieutenant seea the danger 
and the way to mest it, He olaps spurs to 
his horse, leaps hedge and ditch, and placos 
himeol£ tranguilly across the road. The 
carringe comes. tearing along. There is a 
terrible ‘shock. “Officor. and charger are 
overthrown, ond in a cloud of dust the car- 
riage: stops. Its-occupants are unhurt, 
‘but the young lioutenant, who has saved 
their lives, ia pickod tp. grievously wound- 
ed and unconscious.’ All: this is very 
brisk, very entertaining, and vary French, 
but it isnot military criticism.’ As dvid- 
ence of the zeal with which in times of 
peace French officera train themsolves for 
tho. hardships of war, Goneral Lewal des- 
cribes o paper-chase, where all the nota~ 
bilities of ths neighbourtiood are assembled 
on a lofty platead whence they can :com- 
mand 4 view of the wholo course. It isa 
sort of natural grand stand, and from it the 
crowd:of spectatora ‘with race-glasses fixed 
‘watches eagerly’ the performances of bold 
ridera, ‘When tho huntemen feel that the 
eyes. of ‘the Indios are upon them, thoir 
animation redoubles; their horsey bound 
forward responsive to the spur; the jumps 
arranged round the hill ere cleared with 
ease and style ; and-the splendid finish ia 
greeted with bravos and hurrabs as tho 

orsemen pull up and solute the company.’ 
This last touch may. make rough English 
sportsmen smile, but what do they know 
of tho esprit that is fostered by such. 
scenes ? 

It is hardly surprising porbaps that cach 
writer should try to put the qualities of the 
army to which he belongs in the best possible 
light. A Russian gonoral who, with 
admirable discretion and completeness, 
describes the land forces :of hia country, 
cannot resist this tomptation at times. 
According to him, the-Czar’a soldiers aro 
distinguished by good humour that never 
abandons them, brotherly understanding 
with their comrades, a gay and contented 
way of facing all fate’s decrees, and 
obedience so deoply rooted that this oilloer 
during thirty years’ oxpotionce in the army 
has never seen a single case of insubordina- 
tion either in timos of peace or times of war, | 
Of their fine discipline he gives'a remark- 
ablo instance. hen attacked on one 
occasion hy Turkomans in a darknoss so 
intenso that friend could not be dis- 
tinguished from foo, Actached bodies fought 
their .way towatda ench other, and thoir 
fire was so steady that other Russian com- | 
panies, coming to their asnistanco, could 
see by gaps between tho flashing of volleys 
where room for them to get into line was 
left, and when the suu rose they were found 
drawn up ‘in order o8 exact as if the 
man@uvre had been executed in broad 
day-light and by speciol word of command.’ 
According to this general tho Russian 
officer, though obscure, modest, and in- 
signifeant in time of peace, becomes 
on the battlefield ‘suddenly metamor- 
phosed into a giant before whoso courage, 
alrongth, and enorgy, we muat bow,’ Lord 
Wolseley holds vary much the same opinion 
of British officsts, whose raried expe-’ 
tienca and frequent practice in war and 
sport make them, he ays, *what 1 believe 
them to ba—the best. in the world, . . 
by birth the represontatives of all that is 
tnost manly, brave, and honourable in 
human nature,’ After that whnt-are wo to | 
think oxeept that they—French, Russian, 
aad English—are Ano fellows all? Neither 
Lord Wolsoloy in his article nor the 
Russian gonoral, however, confines himuelt 
to that style of writing, Hoch deals 
akilfully and frankly with dofeste as with 
tho tnoblts of the respective armies, Tha 
fullest and frankest detaile, set forth in 
aimple, business-like order, are, howover, 
given by Liout.-Oolonel Exnor, who writes 
of the Army of Germany, and further 
‘summarises ‘tha military situation’ in a 
final article, which may bo commended as a 
completo aualyais in brief of all the vations 
armed fotces that keep the paaco of 
Europe.--Daily News,
